now president of the Ramsay Lum- 
ber Co. and treasurer and manag- 
er of the French Battery &. Carbon 
Co., and still1 later became a mem- 
ber of the Young & Stephenson Co., 
Inc., of this city, acting as secretary 
with E. J. Young, 151 East Oilman 
street, as president,- and G. T.. Ste- 
phenson as vice president. The firm 
dealt in timber, logs and lumber. 
Mr. Proudfit also had extensive real 
estate connections. 


Upon the retirement of the late 


M. B. Van Slyko as president of the- 
First National bank a number of 
years ago, Mr. Froudfit was tender- 
ed the position and accepted it, con- 
tinuing in that capacity until 
his 


death. 


He is survived by his wife and 


two daughters, Mrs. Dudley Mont- 
gomery of this city and Mrs. Ken- 
neth Templeton of Chicago. Three 
brothers, PranK, Stanley, and Aus- 
tin, and a sister, Mrs. Geo. Hopkins, 
of New York, died some years aijo.
